Villain may give way co the Pubuck Good, fo in 
Mitigation, you may confide r alfo, thar fiou'd you 
{pare fo Injurious a life. ir isto be ieard ar leaft, 
thar the owner Wi! proude in bi, Uniawfin Cor 
fes, and .reature ur wore Wrarh apaintt chy Day ot 
Wrath 5 that thou’d he, while under the Sentence 


of the Law, appeat devout Penitent. however 
Charirably you ought ro hope, you can piace no 
confidence in that Rep tance.which pre ceeds (rom 
fo near a profpect oy Ereiniry s but muft leave the 
Fxecuted Peston two ine Mercy « thar God, who 
both knows the Sinceri:ky of his Hearr, and is the

juever, has both loft the opportunines of Action,
